"Translation of Instfustions for the march aid operations of 
General Humbert. 
(Continued from the Mercu:y of Thu flay.) 

As foon as the information; of the legion and the 
weather will permit, General Humbert, who will have 
made the neceflary arrangements refpecting the tranfports 
with Vice Admiral Cornié, is to.condu& his troops to 
St Malo, there to caufe them to be embarked, and im- 
mediately to fet fail for the couaty of Corowall, in the 
kingdom of Englaod. é 

The garrifon, which, in purfaance of my orders, Ge- 
neral Humbert is to take away from Chateauneuf, is to 
be replaced by General Virges ; and General Hambert, 
on the eve of his departure, is to apprize General Vir- 
ges thereof. 7 ; 

The expedition mutt, if poffible, depart in the night 
time ¢ and during the pafiage the thips are to make all 
the fail pofible. 

General Humbert is co take care that the moff per- 
fe& order be preferved on board. 

* "The troops are to receive their ufual allowances; but 

‘when they are ready to difembark, they are to be fur- 

_ pithed with four days provifions, anda double ration 

of brandy is to be allowed them ; this they are to drink 

immediasely, ‘in order.to refre(h themfelves after the fa-

The diffembarkation mutt be effected with all poffible 
‘expedition. “The powder and ammunition muft be car- 
ried by the foldiers. until. fuch time as they fhall have 
advanced far enough into the couatry to procure bat- 
torfes, which are then to-be employed to that fervice. 

_ ‘The ammunition muft not, on any aceafion whatever,

General Humbert will of courfe feel the propriety of 
fpeedily advancing taa woody and mountainous fituatien 
before he attempts any aét of hoftiliry. He muft take 
care ta. avoid fwampy ground, not only becnufe it is 
unwholefome, but becaufe he might expofe himfelf to 
the danger of being farrounded with troops, who would 
‘certainly not fai! to make ufe df the advantages which 
fuch fituations always afford. __ 
¥# The expedition of General Elumbert has three pris- 
cipa! objects in view: The firlt is to-put the country 
into a ftate of infurrection; the fecond is to embarrafs 
the commereesof our rivals; and the third is to prepare 
and facilitate the means of making a defcent, by giving 
the greateft perplexity to the ae so Government.

known), the Minifters, the Naval and Military Officers, 
efpecially thofe of the militias The houfes, the gra- 
maries the cattle, the forefts, and every thing belong- 
ing to any of thefe, muft be diftributed among the'peo- 
ple, or pillaged by them.  T'hefe calamities, which 
.thofe of the Republic compel us to inflié, and to which 
a ferocious nation conftrains us to expofe it, will induce 
many of the labouring people and the rabble of the 
country to efpoufe onr caufe ; but they muft on no ac- 
count be incorporated with our own troops; they muft 
be formed into new corps, and placed under the com- 
mand of French officers belonging to the legion, in or- 
der that no native of the country may become acquaint- 
ed with the flate of our force. They fhould alfo be 
kept feparate, and as much in ignorance in this refpect 
as circumftances will permit. “It is principally by means 
of.the new companies that the infurrection will be fo- 
- mented. 4 
With refpect to the embarrafling of commerce, this 
may be beft effected by breaking down bridges, dikes, 
‘and caufeways, which is.indeed neceflary for the pur- 
‘pole of felf-prefervation) ; by plundcriug convoys of 
provifions, and. private and public carriages ; by cutting 
off the fupplies deftined for towns ; by burning merchant 
‘wefleis, boats, &c. by feiting fire to dock-yards, rope 
works, and fail cloth manufactories. It is alfo to be obfer- 
ved, that in confequence of thefe operations a number of 
workmen will be deprived of employment, and will at- 
tach themfelves'to the party which fupplies them with 
* the means ef fubliftence ; a mode of livelihood fo much 
¢ the- more captivating as the individual himfelf contri- 
- butes nothing towards it. 
"The obje& of the defcent may be facilitated by dif. 
' arming the militia; by burning the public arfenals and 
harbours ; by intercepting meffengers in the fervice of 
* Govetnment ; as well as by thc declenfion of the troops, 
through defertion and infubordination; and by the 
terror which the operations of the legion, and the pro- 
grefs of the infurreétion, will infpire into the minds of 
‘ thofe who might be inclined to defend the country. 
The moft favourable part of the country is that io 
. which forges and manufaétories are to be found. 
Provifions muft be taken wherever they can be found; 
and if any town or village refufe immediately to afford:a 
neceflary fupply of provifions, it nraft be given up to 
pillage. The better to ftrike terror into} the country, 
the legion fhould be difperfed in different columns, 
and aflemble agaim at a general rendezvous. ‘L'his* o- 
peration fhould be repeated every four, fix,or eight days. 
The inhabitants of the country mult be employed as 
guides; whoever fhall refufe to actin that capacity muft 
Be punithed onthe fpot. Magiftrates fhould always be 
preferred for that fervice, or fome of their relations, in 
order that they may be deterred from punifhing thofe 
unfortunate perfons.who may be gompelled by- force to 
march.

If they 
fhould refute, their hair and their eyebrows mult be cut 
off; and if they fhould happen to be retaken, they are 
to be fhot. 

General Humbert will nat fail to bear in mind, that 
there are in England a preat number of. Frenchmen 
who will haften to join him. - Thefe are the prifoners 
of war, both foldiers and failors, the foldiers belonging 
to'the emigrant regiments, and a uumber of others 
whofe wretchednefs and a thirlt of vengeance would al- 
lure to his itandard. : 

He is at liberty to admit Frenchmen into the legion, 
but he muft employ the utmolt vigilance to prevent 
thofe new comers from entering into cabals. Thofe 
who would be molt inclined to thefe practices are the 
nobles and the prielts, whofé ambition is equal to their 
cowardice. , . 

Any attempt to excite mutiny mult be feverely pu- 
nifhed. 

The diftri@s, the militia of which fhall have attempt- 
ed to oppofe the march of the legion, mutt alfo be pu- 
nithed with feverity ; and as far as it may be pra¢tica- 
ble, fuch militia mult be, difarmed, and their arms put 
into the hands of the new.infurgents. The greateit care 
mutt be employed to guard the ammunition. 

General Humbert, who will be aflilled by the know- 
ledge and talents of his principal officers, will not omit 
to avail himfelf of every occurresce that may enable 
him to increafe the ftrength and confidence of his _par- 
ty 3 an object fo much to be wifhed for. He matt {pare 
and protect the poor and aged, the widow and the or- 
phan, and throw the burden of the war on the ers 
of the rich, who are the authors of our calamities. 

The militia, and any other troops that may join us, 
thall be admitted to the fame indulgence. Irith failors 
alfo who fhall join us, hall be treated in the fame man- 
ners and they fhall be paid, according to the full and 
fair valuation of them, for fuch fhips or veffels as they

drawn down to that neighbourhood, for the purpofe of 
embarkation. 
_ ‘Phe Hamburgh mail due yefterday arrived this morn- 
ing, and brings fome very important. information re- 
{peéting the operations of the hoftile armies on the 
Rhine. We are forry to ftate, that the news by this 
mail give but little countenance to the reported fuccefs 
of the Auftrians under General Hotze, in an a@tion faid 
to have taken place on the 7th inftant, viz. on the day 
that followed the one on which the French General 
Maffena, having entered the country of the Grifons, de- 
feated the Aufltrians, and took poffeffion of Coire.— 
The official letters from General Maffena, containing 
an account of his Operations on the 6th are dated on the 
very day on which, if the aeeount by the former mail 
had been true, he fhould have been recrofling the Rhine 
with a defeated army. 

A private letter from a moft refpectable houfe at 
Frankfort, contains a piece of intelligence, which, if it 
fhall be confirmed, will in fome meafure compenfate for 
the difappointment we have experienced refpecting Ge- 
neral Hotze. ‘It ftates that the Auftrians, under the 
Archduke Charles, have completely defeated Gene- 
rat Jourdan’s army, which it was expected would not 
even be able to effect its retreat acrofs ‘the Rhine. The 
next mail may be expected to bring the particulars. 

GENERAL MASSENA TO THE HELVETIC DIRECTORY.

The different ferries of the Rhine being {welled by 
the thaw, were all ufelefs except one. E caufeda bridge 
to be thrown over the river neat Aymoos, oves which 
I paffed with the brigade of General Lorge ; after a 
Hr obftinate ation of four hours continuance, we pof- 
fefled ourfelves, as night came on, of the fortrefs of 
Lucienfteig, which opened us a paflage into the Grifon 
territory. This pafs, it is faid, was never forced be- 


t fore. I hope to-morrow we fhall be able to-reap the

GENERAL MASSENA TO CITIZEN PERROCHEL, 


FRENCH MINISTER AT LUCERN. 
Head Quarters at Coire, March 7. 


CITIZEN MINISTER, 

We are now at Coire, the capital of the Grifons, 
but not without arduous exertions. The Auftrians dif- 
puted every inch of the ground. Their laft ftruggle 
was made before the gates of Coire, but here too they 
were entirely defeated. The fruits of this day’s work 
are 3500 prifoners of war, two ftandards, 11 pieces of 
cannon, with provifion, waggons, ammunition, &e. 
General Dudinot, Commander of Brigade on the left 
wing, after having yefterday compelled the army to re- 
treat, was to-day attacked by the fuperior force of all 
the troops commanded‘ by General Hotze. He has, 
however, totally defeated the enemy, and taken 1500 
prifoners, and 7 piecesof cannon. The Auftrians are 
retreating with precipitation. 

MASSENA. 
AUGSBURGH, MARCH I4. 

The firft reports of the actions at the fources of the 
Rhine were here very contradictory ; but the truth is 
now afcertained. The French pafledthe Rhine in three 
places. On the left, near Feldkirch, they forced Ge- 
neral Hotze to retreat; but this attack was only a 
feint ; their principal force was at Balzess and Riche- 
nau, whence they penetrated to Coire, the capital of 
the Grifons. This is very unfavourable for the pofition 
of the Auftrian army, and its communication with Ger- 
many and {taly. It is faid, the armed Grifons did not 
give the Auftrians any fupport. 

General Latour is now drawing towards Ulm, with 
20,000 men.

The Commons being accordifigly come, the Ripht 
Flon. the Speaxer addrefled the Throne in the fol- 
lowing Speech : 

** I have had the honour in each fucceflive feffion, 
Curing the prefent war, to prefent from the Commons 
to the Throne, fupplies equal to every eftimate, and ade- 
quate to the utmoft cxtenit of every fervice propofed by 
Government, all of them much larger than any prece- 
ding grants, and exceeding them as the prefent war 
exceeds all ‘former. wars in its avowed objedts, and 
in the malignity andfecret machinations ywith which 
an inveterate and artfel enemy has accompanied its 
profecution. y 

* ‘The fupplies which I am-now to offer are larger 
even than thofe of the fimilar bills lait year in almolt a 
million of money—~and if their preat amount were not 
a'one fufficient to fhew the determined fentiments of this 
kingdoim, the unanimity and zeal with which they have 
been given, matt wfford.a molt unequivocal proof to all 
the enemies of our profperity and of the Britith Empire, 
that we are firmly and unalterably refolved to defend 
tis kingdom again{t the dangerous fpirit of demdcratic 
innovation, which has convulfed and defolated a great 
part of Europe, in whatever fhape that {pirit may-ap- 
pear, either of infurreétion,~ rebellion, or invafion. 

“ That we feel with fatisfaGtion and pride that we 
are ap unalicnable part of the Britifh Empire, that we 
confider the conititution and welfare of this kingdom 
infeparably conneéted with that of Britain, afd that is 
is not only our fincere conviétion that both: kingdoms 
mult itand or fall together, but that it is our fteady de- 
termination to fupport that conyiction with our lives and 
fortunes. 

-* To all time of danger the promptitude and fpirit of 
the Commons of Ireland have ever been confpicuous ; 
and I yepeat with extreme fatisfadttigm, and gratitude on 
their belalf the declaration of your Excellency’s prede- 
ceflors, whofe many virtues, whofe firmnefs, fortitude 
of mind, and unabated vigilance, has fecured the confi- 
dence, the affeétions, and the veneration of the king- 
dom ; that that promptitude and {pirit of the Commons. 
enabled him to develope and expofe the deepelt confpi- 
racy that ever exilted, -and to place this kingdom in a 
itate to meet the efforts of a foreign ag. well as that of 
a domettic enemy. He did us juitice tm that declara- 
tion ; it was made a few days before his departure. 

“ The fame fpirit, the fame loyalty, and the fame ener- 
gy {till remain to fupport your Excellency, and our fi- 
tuation has been further ftrengchened fince’that time by 
the arrival of thofe regiments of Englith militia who in 
theif cordial and voluotary offer of affltence, have mani- 
felted that they confider the intereft of both kingdoms 
infeparable, and have at the fame time iacreafed in us 
our grateful fentimients of affectionate attachment to the 
Britith nation.””
